CRIME COSTS 
UP FOR ADAMS 
IN LAST YEAR 


Care of prisoners cost the coun­ 
ty $14,936 more in 1962 than in 
1961. 
The annual audit made by the 
county auditors shows expendi­ 
ture of $129,075 for operation of 
the jail and maintenance of pris­ 
oners in various state and private 
institutions. The amount compares 
to $114,139 spent in the prior year. 
Jail costs went up from $19,965.- 
91 in 1961 to $29,969.60 in 1962; 
the cost of keeping adult prisoners 
in state penal institutions was up 
from $66,984.03 to $72,165.12; the 
cost of keeping juveniles in pri­ 
vate institutions was down from 
$12,161.78 to $10,534.17 while the 
cost of juvenile* in state correc­ 
tional institutions was up from 
$15,027.83 to $16,406.66. 
CHANGE IN CLASS 
The $129,075.55 figure for care 
of prisoners is only about half 
the amount that criminals cost 
the county. A large part of the 
$17,470.40 that it cost to operate 
the sheriff’s department must be 
credited to the criminals — but 
there is no way of breaking the 
amount down to assign the por­ 
tion caused by the care of the 
criminals and the portion devoted 
to such things as serving liens, 
etc. 
Similarly the cost of maintain­ 
ing the courts, the cost of the 
clerk of courts’ office, district 
attorneys’ office, etc., also re­ 
sults largely from crime — but 
again there is no way of determin­ 
ing the exact amounts that could 
be classified as caused by crime 
and the amounts that are not. 
The audit shows the sheriff’s 
office costs increased from $12,- 
983.27 
to 
$17,470.40 during 
the 
year. Much of the increase was 
caused by the change over from

GUILTY AGAIN 


IN TEX. COURT 


EL PASO. Tex. 
AP*—At least 
part of the Billie Sol Estes man­ 
euvers in farm finance were fraud 
and not just a method of doing 
big business, a federal court jury 
decided Thursday. 
Unless the appellate courts dis­ 
agree, the chubby, round faced 
promoter could draw prison terms 
totaling up to 25 years. U.S. Dist. 
Judge R E, Thomason said sen­ 
tence will be passed in about two 
weeks. 
The verdict, capping an 18-day 
trial, came just one day short of 
a year after federal agents a r­ 
rested Estes at his costly Pecos 
home in West Texas. Since then 
his 30-odd firms dealing in grain 
storage, fertilizer sales and cotton 
farming have collapsed. Now he's 
bankrupt. 
WIFE "STRICKEN" 
Estes, outwardly unperturbed, 
gazed steadily at the jurors as 
the decision was read. Ho even 
managed a weak smile. His wife 
Patsy, occupying a front row seat 
in the courtroom, looked stricken. 
As they left with Estes' three 
brothers, both declined comment 
on the conviction or their plans.

Estes, 
a 
comely 
blonde, 
clutched his arm tightly and mur- 
mured in a low, tense voice: 
He looks just as good to me 
today as he did yesterday." 
$24 MILLION FRAUD 
Prosecutors

up to a dozen finance companies, 
including some of the nation's

Specifically the jury convicted 
him on four counts of mail fraud 
and one of conspiracy, each carry­ 
ing a maximum penalty of five 
years in prison. He was acquitted 
on nine counts and awaits trial 
on 13 more at Pecos. 
Three 
co-defendants 
pleaded 
guilty earlier to five counts in the 
same indictment. They are Harold 
E. Orr of Amarillo and Coleman 
D. McSpadden of Lubbock, each 
sentenced to IO years, and Ruel 
W. 
Alexander of Amarillo, six 
years. 
OUT 49 HOURS 
Another jury convicted E 'tes on 
a state charge ol swindling last| 
fall at Tyler, fixing his sentence 
at eight years. 
In the case here. tile chief de­ 
fense lawyer, John D. Gofer, asked 
the court to let Estes rem ain free 
under $100,000 bond while an ap­ 
peal is drafted. Judge Thomason 
granted the request, at the same 
time ordering a pre-sentencing re­ 
port from a tederal probation of­ 
ficer. 
It took 49 hours and 45 minutes 
for the jury of IO men and two 
women to work out a verdict. The 
panel advised Judge Thomason 21 
hours earlier it was deadlocked 
but agreed to keep on trying to 
agree.
